Wha 
he could percoivo t'toui his bed was a sec 
tion of the Are de Trjompha, and arouu 
him in his chamber a collection of bric-a 
biac of the first Empire well calculated t 
keep up his illusions.

trophies, 
loaded 
with 
Imperial 
relics 


medals, bronzes, a Saint Ilclene's rocu tin 
del a glass shade, miniatures rcpicsentin, 
the same dame with cuils and bright eye 
in hall attire, in a yellow dress with leg-of 
mutton sleeves—and all these—tho brack 
ets, the King of Tt'ime, thu marshals, the 
yellow dames with well-developed bust 
and short, waists—riisplaying that crauipe< 
stiffness which was accou'ntod grace in 1800 
Brave Coloui'l ! it wi.s this atmosphere o 
victories and conquests f<tr more than all we 
could tell him that uiidehirn believe so im. 
plicitly iu the siege of Berlin. 


"From tliat day our military operations 


were very much simplified. 
To capture 


Beilin was now but a matter of patience 
From time to time, when the old man grew 
too weary of all this, we read him a letter 
from his sou — an 
Imaginary letter, o: 


course, for nothing entered Paris, and, be- 
side, since Sedan, MacMahon's aide-de- 
camp had been sent to a German fortress. 
Imagine the despair of the poor child with 
out news of her father, knowing him to bci 
a prisoner deprived of everything, and per- 
baps sir*, yet obliged to fabricate joyous 
letters fioru him, somewhat brief letters, 
mch a£ a soldier iu tlie field would wiiLc as 
he pusiied constantly ahead through a van- 
quished country. Sometimes her strength 
'ailed her and we had uo tidings for weeks. 
But the old tuan, when such was the case, 
;rew uueusy and could not sleep. Then a 
letter quickly arrived from Germany, and 
she read it to him gaily at hia bedside, the 
while forcing back her tears. Tho Colonel 
istcued attentively, smiled with a knowing 
air, approved, ciiticlsed and explained to us 
,he obscure passages. But he was at his 
best in the answers he sent to his son. 
Never forget that you are a Frenchman,' 
lictated he; 'be generous to those poor 
>eople.; do not make the Invasion too hard 
or them to bear.' And there were, recom- 
mendations without end, adorable sermons 
ou respecting private property and the po- 
"iteness dub to ludies—an entire cacl'e ol 
uilitary honor, in fact, for the use of con- 
querors. 
With it were also mingled some 


general political observations upon the con- 
ditions of peace to be imposed upon the 
vanquished. There, I ought to say, he was 
lot exacting: The war indemnity, but 
nothing more.

Can we make Franco out 
of Germany T 


"lie dictated all this in a flrin voice, and 


.here was so much sincerity, such adiuira- 
)le patriotic faith iu his woids that it was 
mpossiule not to be affected on hearing 
hem. 


"Du'-inglbis titnc the siege was progress- 


ng—alas! not that of Berlin ! It was the 
leriod of intense colJ, of the bombard- 
uent, of epidemics, of famine. But thanks 
.0 our care, to our efforts, to the indefali- 
;ablo tenderness which multiplied itself 
ibout him, the serenity of the old man was 
lever for an instant hiokon. Until tlie cud 
was able to procuie white bread and fresh 
neat for him. There was only enough for 
him though, and you can imagine nothing 
rnoie touching than these breakfasts of the 
grandfather, so innocently selfish—tho o!d 
mau iu bed, fresh aud smiling, with his 
lapltln tucked under his chin, aud beside 
lim his grand-daughter, somewhat pale 
hrougii privation, guiding his hands, mak- 
ng him drink, assisting him as he ale all 
tiuae ruruiuuen ueiicacies.

He 
distinctly declared, before he was elected a 
delegate to the Chicago Convention, that 
he would not be trammelled by instruc- 
tions, and the convention in the face of 
this declaration refused to put any other 
man in bis place. He went to the Chicago 
Convention as free, as far as instructions 
vent, as any man la that convention. 


He voted for Blaiue to please his consti- 


tuents ; ho voted for Sherman to beat 
Grant; he voted for Ben Harrison to please 
himself; and he voted for Garfield because 
be considered bim upright, honest and 
capable, who was an honor to the Republi- 
can party aud a man around whom all fac- 
tious in the paity could gather, and who 
could be triumphantly elected. 


The assertion that Caleb has ever been 


woitbless to the party is a statement that 
would perhaps do to "tell to the marines," 
for those who are at all conversant with 
the facts know that his aid and influence 
have contributed much to the gradual 
change of Bucks from a strong Democratic 
county In 1856, when the Uemociacy had a 
plurality of over 1800, to 1870, when the 
Republicans carried the county by a ma- 
jority of 383. If Mr. Taylor has been 
worthless t» the party during this period of 
time the record made by the party don't 
seem to show it. A few more such "worth- 
less" individuals in the Republican ranks

1KB. GARFIKLD'S STATEMENT. 


There an some journals of the Demo- 


cratic |;enlus which have commenced this 
eaily in the political campaign to impugn 
the honesty aud integrity of James A. 
Garfield. Specimens of this kind of litera- 
ture have doubtless been seen by many of 
our readeia.

Mr. Garfield is not troubled to any alarm- 


lug extent by these attacks upon bis,char- 
acter. He la known to be one of the purest 
and best men in public life In the United 
States. Experts have been going through 
the Congressional files at Washington in 
the Interests of Iheso scandal-mongers, but 
have reported that-they can find nothing to 
detract from lite standing. Aa a man he 


has proved himself incorrnptible. Wbil 
many who hare been in public life as long 
have gone 
down beneath tbe wave! 


of political corruption, ho has withstood the 
snares and temptations that caused the 
overthrow of others, and he stands to-day 
every way fit to be the standard-bearer o 
that party whose existence and perpetuity 
1-1 the embodiment of national honesty am 
prosperity. 


Those who aro waiting to hear what Mr. 


Gaifield has to say about the Credit Mo- 
bilier will most likely strain their auditory 
nerves In vain, for we do not believe that 
Mr. Garfield will belittle himself by repeat- 
ing what he so fully aud satisfactorily ex- 
plained years ago. Here is what Mr. Gar- 
field himself said in 1870: 


I neither purchased nor agreed to pur- 


chase the Credit Mobilier stock which Mr. 
Aines offered to sell me, nor did I receive 
any dividend arising fr< i it. This appears 
not only from my own testimony, but from 
that first given by Mr. Ames, which is not 
overthrown' by his subsequent statements, 
and is strongly confirmed by the fact that 
In the case of each of those who did pur- 
chase the stock there was produced as evi- 
dence of the sale either a certificate of stock, 
receipt of payment, a check drawn in tbe 
name of the payee or entries in Mr. Ames' 
diary of a stock account marked adjusled 
and closed, but that no one of these evi- 
dences existed in reference to me. This 
position is further confirmed by the subse- 
quent testimony of Mr. Ames, who, though 
he claimed I did receive $320 from him on 
account of stock, yet he repeatedly testified 
that beyond that amount I never received 
or demanded any dividend; that none was 
ever offered to me, nor was the subject al- 
luded to in conversation. Mr. Ames ad- 
mitted in his testimony that afterDecember 
1807, tbe various stock and bond dividends 
amounted to an aggregate of more than SCO 
per cent., and that between January, 1808, 
and May, 1S71, all these dividends were 
paid to several of those who purchased- 
stock. My conduct wus wholly inconsis- 
tent with the supposition of such owner- 
ship, for during the year 1800 I was bor- 
rowing money to build a bouse in Wash- 
ington and securing my creditors by mort- 
gages on my property; and all this time it is 
admitted that I received EC dividends nod 
ilaimed none. The attempt to prove a sale 
>f the stock to mo is wholly inconclusive, 
'or it rests (list on a check payable to Mr. 
Ames himself, concerning which be said 
several limes in bis testimony be did not 
<now to whom il was paid, and, second, 
upon loose undated entries in his diaty, 
which neither prove a sale of tbe stock nor 
any payment on it. The only fact from 
which it is possible for Mr. Ames to have 
nferred an agreement to buy the stock was 
the loan to mo of $300. But that loan was 
made mouths before the check of June 22, 
1808, and was repaid iu the winter of 1809, 
and after that date there were no tiansac- 
tions of any sort between us, and before 
,he investigation was ended Mr. Ames ad- 
mitted that on the chief point of difference 
between us he might be mistaken. 


The offer which Mr. Ames mado to me, 


as I understood it, was one which involved 
uo wrong or impropriety. I had no means 
of knowing and had no reason fer suppos- 
ing that behind this oiler to sell me a soull 
amount of stock lay hidden a scheme to 
defraud tbe Pacific Kailroad and imperil tbe 
interest of the United States, and on the 
first intimation of the real nature of the 
case I declined any further consideration of 
the subject. 
That whatever may have 


been the facts in the case I stated them m 
my testimony as 1 have always understood 
them, aud there has been no contradiction, 
prevarication nor evasion on my part. 


If there be a citizen of the United States 


who Is willing to belieye that for $329 I 
have battered away my pood name and to 
falsehood have added perjury, these words 
are not addressed to him. If there be one 
who thicks that any part of my public life 
has been gauged on so low a level as these 
charges would place it, 1 do not address 
him. I address those who are willing to 
believe that it is possible for ' man to serve 
the public without personal dishonor. I 
have endeavored in this review to point out 
the means by which the managers of a cor- 
poration wearing a garb of houorable in- 
dustry have robbed and defrauded a great 
national enterprise, and attempted by cnn- 
ninff anil rlcrpptinn. fnr sfilfish i»nrla, to on I lot 
In its interests those who would have been 
:he first to crush the attempt had their ob- 
iects been known. 


If Mr. Gatfield's words are not sufficient 


.0 satisfy any fair-minded man of iiis in- 
tegrity, the testimony of Judge Black, who 
was thoroughly posted on tne history of 
-he Credit Mobilier from Its inception to its 
ending, can hardly be refused. Judge Black 
at the time thus wrote of Mr. Gai field's 
?art in the transaction: 


PIIJLDELPIIIA, Feb. IB, 1873. 


MY DEAR Sin:—From the beaiuningof 


-he investigation conceit ning Mr. Ames3 use 
of the Credit Mobilier. I believed that Gen- 
ual Garfield was free from all guilty con- 
nection with that business. This opinion 
was founded not merely on my confidence 
iu his integrity, but on some special kuow- 
Icdgo of his case. I may have told you all 
about it in conversation, but I desire now 
to repeat it by way of reminder. 


I assert unhesitatingly that whatever 
eueral Garfield may h<ive done or for- 


borne to do, be acted m profound ignorance 
of the nature and character of the thing 
which Mr. Ames was proposing to sell. lie 
bad not ihe slightest suspicion that he was 
to be taken into a ring otganized for the 
purpose of defrauding the public; nor did 


know that tbe stock was iu any manner 


connected with anything which came, or 
could come, wilhin the legislative juiisdic- 
of Congress. The case against him lacks 
the scienter which alone constitutes guilt. 


In the winter of 1869-70 I told General 


liarfield of the fact that his name was upon 
Ames'list; that Ames charged him with 
jeing ono of the distiibutees; explained to 
jirn the character, origin and objects of the 
Credit Mobiliei; pointed out the connec- 
tion it had with Congressional legislation, 
and showed him how impossible it was for 
a member of Congress to hold stock in it 
without bringing his private interests iu 
conflict with his publicity. 


That all this was to him a perfectly new 


-evelation I am as sure as I can be of such 


fact or of any fact which is capable of 


>eing proved only by moral circumstances, 
le told me then the whole story of Train's 
oiler to him and Ames' subsequent solicita- 
tion and his own action In the premises, 
uuch as be details it to the committee. I 
do not undertake to re-produce the conver- 
sation, but tbe effect of it all was to con- 
vince me thoroughly that when he listened 
.oAmes he was peifectly unconscious of 
inything evil. I watched carefully every 
word that fill fioin him ou this point, and 
did uot regard his nanative of the trausac- 
,ion iu other respects with much interest, 
lecause in my view everything else was in- 
significant. I did not care whether he had 
nade a bargain technically binding or not; 
his integrity depended on the question 
whether he acted with his eyes open. If 
he had known the true character of the 
proposition made to him he would not have 
endured it, much less embraced it. 


Now, couple this with Mr. Ames' admis- 


,iou that lie gave no explacation whatever 
if the matter to General Garfield, then re- 
lecl that not a particle of proof exists to 
how that he learned anything about it 
srevious to his conversation with me, and 


think you will say that it is altogether 


unjust to put him .on the list of those who 


aowingly and willfully joined the fraudu- 
ssociation in question.

DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


CiiioraNATi, June 22(1. 
Tho convention was called so order at halt- 
past 12 o'clock by Senator Barnum of Connec- 
ticut, and the proceedings wore opened with a 
prayer "by Kev. Dr. Charles W. Weudt ol' the 
Unitarian Church, who called for the divine as- 
sistance in the choice of a passible chief magis- 
trate, and a prudential guidance Iu the admin- 
istration of the nation's affairs. 
Senator Barnum in a few words said tliat he 
had been instructed by theNattonal Committee 
to place Judge Uoadiey in nomination as tem- 
porary chairman [Cfieeis.] 
He appointed 
win. L. Scott and Henry Modenry a committee 
to conduct the presiding officer to the platform, 


where he waa greeted with cheers, the ban 
playing meantime. Ho said: "lobeythe cal 
of tlie convontlou with groat obligation for th 
confidence reposed In mo. Fellow delegates anc 
fellow Democrats [cheers], my course as a pre- 
siding officer can be the ouly return 1 can mak 
to you for the trust you have confided in me. 
am the personal friend, even the partisan ofm 
own candidate, but In tlie chair I shall bo n 
man's friend, and while I may and doubtless 
shall make mistakes, you shall have no reason 
to believe that I am Inclined to be anythlno ha 
all that is fair and just in my decisions. Wcnav 
a great college of electors assembled here ant 
their trusts are great. You are not reprefienta 
tives of districts, but of great units of a grea 
country. The great party you represent wil 
not, however, live or perish with the success o 
defeat of the candidates you nominate. We art 
too great and our cause is too just to meet wlti 
anything but ultimate success." 
Reference to Tllden and Uendricks was greet 
cd with applause, which was led by the New 
York delegation, who arose Ju their seatd am 
cheered long and loud. A second reference tc 
Tlldenwas made and tho contention stood 01 
its feet and shouted. Uoadiey alleged Tlldei 
and Hendrlcks were elected lour year ago, ai><: 
that the Republican party had sacrificed ever 
principle of government by the people in orde 
to hold power. He said if again successful n< 
cunning device of dishonest arbitration shoulc, 
should again rob them of the fruits of victory 
[Applause.] He said that the third term was 
postponed not averted, and the real danger was 
in the party which made a third term possible 
and its very e.xlstence was a menace to the re. 
putillc. 
The report of National Committee on Tempo- 
rary Organization was adopted. 


Mr. Boebo of New York presented aresolutkm 
chat the rules of the last national conventioi 
should govern this body until otherwise ordered 
Adopted. 
A motion was made that the roll of States lie 
called lor members of coinmitteeson permanem 
organization, credentials and resolutions. 
An Iowa delegate moved that the Committee 
on Rules br added. 


Smltu \Veou ot New York suggested tliat it 
was the practice that tbe roll of delegates be 
mailed, and that the chairman of each delepa- 
;lon present the credentials. This was the nuxt 
Business ta order, and was tho only way in 
which tho stutub of member of the convention 
could be denned. He asked that the motion be 
withdrawn and his motion be substituted. 
After some future discussion the original mo- 


tion was adopted and the roll of States ordered. 
As Senator McDonald's name was announced 
as the Indlanii member of tho Committee on 
Credentials, it was applauded. There was 
much disorder in the hall during the calling 
over of the committee announcements, tho del- 
egates conversing together and many of them 
standing and moving about. Henry Watter- 
son's name was cheered as it was called for a 
committee place. + 


When New York was called John Kelly arose 
from his seat in the first row of alternates, im- 
mediately back of the delegates, and shouted, 
'Mr. Chairman. Mr. Ohalcman." The chair 
refused to recognize him, and ordered the roll 
call to proceed. 
After tho roll call was completed tho chair an- 
lounced that the rooms In tho real ot the hall 
vero at tho disposal of committees. 
Smith M. Weed of New York, moved to a«- 
ourn. 


SECOND DAY'S PnOCEEDrNag. 


CINCINNATI, June 23. 
The convention was called to order by Judge 
loadlcy at 10:30 o'clock. The reading of th< 
minutes of yesterday was dispensed with. 
John H. Slatemburg ot Indiana, offered a 
evolution that tho Mexican war survivors are 
entitled to tho recognition of tho republic, and 
heir widows and orphans should be placol on 
.he pension rolls, lleferred the Committee on 
lesolutions. 
Judge Hoadley said the report of the Commit- 
ie on Credentials was next in order, and asked 
1 it was ready. The chairman not being pres- 
ent he called for the report of the Committee 
']i Permanent Organization, which was read. 
J. W. Stevenson's name as permanent chair- 
man was greeted with yells: The committee 
ecommended that the two delegates from the 
district of Colorado and each Territory ho ad- 
ultted with the privilege of debate and all 
Ights except the right to vote. 
Mr. Young of Georgia said he rose to the priv- 
lege of joportingtts chairman ol tue Committee 
in Credentials. 
Mr. Mack of Indiana moved that tho report 


>e adopted. A motion for the previous question 
was made, but withdrawn. 


Mr. Shepperd of Louisiana moved that tho 
'urther consideration of this report be postponed 
until after the Committee on Credentials report. 
Carried. 


The reporter tho Committee on Credentials 


was then presented by General Young. When 
.hat part referring to the decision excluainr 
Tammany was reached it was greeted with loui 
applause. 


Mr. Carroll ol Kentucky presented a minority 
report. The minorit- report stated that they 
pound the State of New York divided into two 
actions, each having a perfect organization; 
.hat each has had a State convention in the reg- 
ular way; that the attitude of the factions was 
>recisely analagous to that of 1876, and to unite 
:he party at that time the National Convention 
divided tbe delegations, and that such action 
eventuated In the election of a Democratic pres- 
dent. The minority believed a similar course 
.his time would have the same result, and he 
therefore recommended that the vote bedlvlded 
—50 for Irving Hall and 20 Tammany. 
General Young of Georgia, in favor of the ma- 


„ >rlty report, said he was directed to demand 
:he previous question. The motion was second- 
ed, and the roll of States ordered ou the previ- 
ous question, 
nmipral Ynnna attemntftil to withdraw tti« 
.revious question so he could make a speech, 
>ut was declared out of order. 


When New York was called Chairman Man 


ning said New York declined to vote. [Ap- 
plause.] 


The roll call on the motion for tho previous 
question resulted 3CO ayes and 295 nays. Gen- 
eral Young ottered as a point of order that un- 
der the rules of the House of Representatives 
ono hour was allowed for debate after previous 
questions, and said he proposed to give the e'on- 
iestents two-thirds of that time. 
The chair declared the point of order well 
taken. 


General Young took tho platform and said he 
proposed to give twenty minutes to any man 
(imposed by Mr. Kelly. [Loud cries of "Kel1 
irul a few hisses. 


John Kelly was called to tlie platform to state 
ils side of the case. It was reported that Mr, 
:Celiy wab not in the house, and the contestants 
were requested to assign some person to present 
their cose. George W. Miller, of Albany, was 
[elected, and proceeded to open the debate by 
iaj ing he hoped the light of free speech would 
not be interrupted foi n. moment. [Applause.1 
Fie proceeded to eulogize John Kelly's record aj 
a Democrat, and was greeted with a storm ot 
applause and hisses. He said ho intended to 
support any man nominated by the convention 
loud applause], and asked that the minority 
report admitting twenty Tammany mon be 
adopted, and said thatcouid easily amalgamate 
the lival electoral tickets. 


Judge Amasa J. Parker was the 
second 


speaker on the Kelly side. Ho claimed that the 
contestants represented at least 150,000 New 
York Democrats, and they were ready to make 
any sacrifice for harmony and would give a cor- 
dial and cheerful support to the nominee of the 
convention. All they wanted was fair treat- 
ment. They would bo ostracised if the majority 
report was adopted. 


Gov. Hubbard, of Texas, presented the next 


argument in favor of the minority report. His 
mention of Tiklen's name was greeted with 
loud and prolonged applause. He denied that 
precedent was in favor ot the contestants. He 
reviewed tho Kelly gubernatorial bolt, which 
deieated the party in the State, and said they 
entered this convention to-day over the body of 
their party, and on the ground that they were 
strong enough to beat the partv demanded ad- 
mittance. John Kelly had declared last night 
that If this convention dared to nominate a cer- 
tain man his party would bolt again. He also 
said that In a speech at the Burnett House. Tne 
Tammany Hall General Committee has adopted 
a resolution that if Tilden was nominated thev 
would run a separate Presidential ticket. 


Hufus W. Peckham, of Albany, followed in 


behalf ot tlie majority report. 


General Young, of Georgia, was given three 
minutes in which to close the debate. 


At the close of General Young's speech, the 


roll-call was demanded on the proposition to 
substitute the minority for the majority report. 
The motion to substitute was defeated, the 


vote standing 205ji ayes to 467 nays. New Sfork 
was, by request, excused from voting. 


The majority report, excluding Tammany, 
was adopted by acclamation. 
Mr. Wilson, of West Virginia, offered a reso- 
lution that the New York contestants be invited 
to seats on the floor during the convention 
Adopted. 


Tlie report of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization was adopted, and Gov. Stevenson 
was escorted to the chair as permanent Chair- 
man. 


The names of six candidates were then form- 


ally presented, and the Convention adjourned 
until 10 o'clock this morning, after taking one 
ballot, in which twenty-one candidates received 
votes, and which resulted as follows:
